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Introduction 


The Economic Council of Canada, a Crown Corporation established by 
Act of Parliament (12 Elizabeth H, Chapter 11, appended) assented to on 
August 2, 1963, is an economic advisory body with broad terms of reference. 
Its research, analysis and recommendations on a wide range of economic 
and social matters are designed to help governments and private groups in 
developing their own long-term plans, programmes and policies. The Council 
consists of 28 members appointed by the Governor-in-Council. Included are 
a Chairman and two Directors, who serve on a full-time basis, and 25 part- 
time members who are selected from industry, labour, finance and commerce, . 
agriculture and other primary industries, and the general public. 


The central feature of the Council’s duties are “to advise and recommend 

. how Canada can achieve the highest possible levels of employment and 
efficient production in order that the country may enjoy a high and consistent 
rate of economic growth and that all Canadians may share in rising living 
standards; to recommend what government policies .. . will best help to real- 
ize the potentialities of growth of the economy; to consider means of 
strengthening and improving Canada’s international financial and trade posi- 
tion;... to study how national economic policies can best foster the balanced 
economic development of all areas of Canada... .” Such duties, and others 
stated in the Act, relate to the basic economic and social goals that have 
come to be widely accepted in all modern states. These aims usually are 
briefly stated as full employment, a high rate of economic growth, reasonable 
stability of prices, a viable balance of payments and an equitable distribution 
of rising incomes. Since the Second World War, in a period of accelerated 
change, the consistent and simultaneous achievement of such objectives has 
become a major preoccupation of public policy. An increasing number of 
countries have sought to develop special procedures and machinery to facil- 
itate the attainment of such goals. Creation of the Economic Council of 
Canada is part of this development. 


Annual Reviews 


March 31, 1967, marked the end of the third full fiscal year of operation 
for the Economic Council of Canada. In January 1965, the Council pub- 
lished its First Annual Review: Economic Goals for Canada to 1970, setting 
out the goals and potentials of the Canadian economy to 1970 and the 
policies and programmes that would be required to achieve these goals con- 
sistently and simultaneously. The Council’s Second Annual Review: Towards 
Sustained and Balanced Economic Growth was published in January 1966. 
It examined the performance of the Canadian economy in the first half of 
the 1960’s in relation to these goals, and addressed itself to questions about 
how Canada’s future economic growth could be made stronger, more region- 
ally balanced and more stable. In November 1966, the Council published its 
Third Annual Review: Prices, Productivity and Employment which again 
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examined the recent performance of the economy, but was mainly devoted to 
the presentation of a report on the special reference made by the federal 
government to the Council. On March 22, 1965, the Government of Canada 
had requested the Economic Council to launch a broad examination into 
prices, costs, incomes and productivity and their relationship to sustained 
economic growth. More particularly, the Government’s request was as fol- 
lows: 


(1) to study factors affecting price determination and the interrelation 
between movements in prices and costs and levels of productivity 
income; 


(2) to report on their relationship to sustained economic growth and to 
the achievement of high levels of employment and trade in rising 
standards of living; 


(3) to review the policies and experience of other countries in this field 
and their relevance for Canada. 


Work is presently well advanced on the research programme for the 
Fourth Annual Review which the Council proposes to publish in- September 
of this year. One of the main purposes of that Review will be to up-date and 
extend further into the future the appraisal in the Council’s First Annual 
Review of the medium- and long-term potentialities for the growth and 
development of the Canadian economy. This Review will also include the 
results of studies relating to scale and specialization in manufacturing, the 
implications of rapid urban growth, and the shrinking dimensions and man- 
power trends and problems in primary industries. 


Special Reference on the Department of the Registrar General 


In 1966, the Council received a new request from the Government to 
study and report on certain important aspects of the responsibilities of the 
Department of the Registrar General of Canada. The terms of reference were 
as follows: “in the light of the Government’s long-term economic objectives, 
to study and advise regarding: 


(a) the interests of the consumer particularly as they relate to the func- 
tions of the Department of the Registrar General; 


(b) combines, mergers, monopolies and restraint of trade; 


(c) patents, trade marks, copyrights and registered industrial designs”’. 


The Council presently has under way a comprehensive programme of study 
and research into the matters raised by this reference and has invited inter- 
ested associations, organizations and individuals to submit written briefs. The 
Council will submit special reports from time to time as its work on partic- 
ular aspects of the reference is completed. It is intended to submit an Interim 
Report on Consumer Affairs and the Department of the Registrar General 
in July 1967.

Members 


This past year the Council lost the services of Mr. H. George DeYoung | 
who, because of overseas business commitments which required him to be 
absent from Canada much of the time over the next few years, submitted his 
resignation. I extend a vote of thanks on behalf of the Council to’ Mr. 
DeYoung and also to Mr. J. B. Estey and Mr. Fernand Girouard who 
retired from the Council on the expiration of their term of office. 


On January 20th, the Prime Minister announced the reappointment of 
four members of the Economic Council and the appointment of three new 
members, all for a term of three years. Those reappointed were Mr. Arthur 
R. Gibbons, Mr. Hugh A. Martin, Mr. Marcel Pepin, and Mr. William O. - 
Twaits. Appointments to the Economic Council of Canada included Mr. 
Alfred Rouleau, General Manager and Director, L’Assurance-Vie Desjardins, 
Levis, Quebec; William Y. Smith, Head of the Department of Eco- 
nomics and Political Science, University of New Brunswick, Fredericton; 
and Graham Ford Towers, Chairman, Canada Life Assurance Company, 
Rockcliffe, Ontario. | 


At the request of the Government, the Economic Council’s Committee on 
Labour-Management Relations is to act as a consultative committee to the 
Labour Relations Task Force established by the Government on December 
13th. The Task Force, under the chairmanship of Dean Woods of McGill 
University, will meet with this Committee in the immediate future and from 
time to time as work proceeds. For this purpose only, the Committee has 
been augmented by the addition of several members including Mr. A. Andras, 
Director of Legislation and Government Employees’ Department, Canadian 
Labour Congress; Mr. J. A. Belford, Vice-President, Personnel and Indus- 
trial Relations, Massey-Ferguson Limited, Toronto; Mr. Roger Chartier, 
Director of Personnel, Hydro-Québec, Montreal; Mr. D. A. S. Lanskail, 
Assistant Manager and Counsel, Forest Industrial Relations Limited, Van- 
couver; Mr. W. W. Muir, Vice-President, Personnel and Industrial Relations, 
Hawker-Siddeley Canada Limited, Toronto; and Mr. Robert Sauvé, General 
Secretary, Confederation of National Trade Unions, Montreal. Two addi- 
tional members of Council, Mr. W. Ladyman and Mr. S. A. Little, have 
been added to the existing membership of the Committee for the purpose of 
consultations with the Task Force. 


Labour-Management Relations 


The Act establishing the Council directed it to “encourage maximum 
consultation and co-operation between labour and management” and “to 
foster and promote the maintenance of good human relations in industry”. 
In carrying out this function, the Council has convened two national con- 
ferences on labour-management relations. The first, held at Ottawa in 
November 1964, dealt with the state of labour-management co-operation in 
Canada generally, the experiments and developments in labour-management 
co-operation in the United States and a number of European countries, and 
their relevance for Canada. That Conference concluded that future meetings 
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of this kind would be desirable and that they should attempt to deal with 
more specific subjects. One of the topics suggested for future conferences was 
that of the problem of adjustment to technological change. 


After considerable study, the Council published in January 1967 a set of 
principles to guide labour and management in this particular area. The docu- 
ment, A Declaration on Manpower Adjustments to Technological and Other 
Change, was submitted to the Second National Conference on Labour-Man- 
agement Relations in Ottawa on March 21st and 22nd. The Conference also 
had before it a paper prepared by the staff of the Council, entitled Towards 
Better Communications between Labour and Management. 


Activities of the Productivity Branch 


The Productivity Committee of the Council was established to consider 
how best to continue the work of the former National Productivity Council, 
as set out in Section 11 of the Act, namely, promoting and expediting ad- 
vances in efficiency of production in all sectors of the economy. For this 
purpose the Council established a Productivity Branch incorporating the staff 
of the former Council which had ceased operation with the coming into 
effect of the Economic Council Act. 


The Council has initiated a series of special studies and conferences de- 
signed to provide small and medium-sized businesses with information on 
the practical application of new management and production systems and 
techniques. A conference on “Productivity Through New Technology” was 
held in Halifax in October of 1966, following similar conferences in Winni- 
peg in the spring of 1966 and in Toronto in the spring of 1965. 


Papers prepared for these productivity conferences cover a wide range 
of new business techniques, innovations and other developments. These in- 
clude an examination of new management methods and systems, the role of 
computers and other automatic data processing devices, and new technolo- 
gies in material handling and in production. These studies have been pub- 
lished by the Council and are being used by a number of provincial, regional 
and national organizations as a basis for their own efforts to promote produc- 
tivity improvements. 


The Productivity Branch has prepared a number of programmes to 
encourage training courses, interplant visits, and technological discussion 
groups. These programmes are available on request to regional and local 
organizations who wish to implement such programmes. 


Northern Tour 


During the latter part of August, a number of Council members, includ- 
ing the Chairman of the Council, had the opportunity to visit the Northwest 
and Yukon Territories on the invitation of the Minister of Indian Affairs and 
Northern Development. This afforded the opportunity for a number of mem- 
bers of Council to visit various centres in the North, travelling from Baffin 
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Island in the East across the fringes of the high Arctic to Inuvik in the Mac- 
kenzie Delta and over the rugged terrain of the Yukon to Dawson and White- 
horse and thence eastward through Northern Alberta and across the sub- 
arctic regions to the Port of Churchill on Hudson Bay. In all, some 7,500 
miles were covered. The trip provided an unforgettable personal experience 
and an opportunity to acquire some insight into the general situation in the 
North in a way that no other method of study could provide. The Council 
members as a consequence learned of the progress being made and secured 
a better appreciation of the problems and of the efforts and hopes of the 
Northern residents. 


Conference on Education 


The Council co-operated in the preparation for a conference on educa- 
tion and development of human resources sponsored by the provincial min- 
isters of education. The conference was held in Montreal on September 8, 
9 and 10, 1966. A number of Council members were in attendance and the 
Council co-operated in arranging for the participation of leading representa- 
tives of industry, labour and agriculture. 


Staff and Special Studies 


The Council has recruited a highly qualified staff to assist it in its work. 
The staff comprises approximately 40 persons with professional and expert 
qualifications who have been drawn from a wide variety of former positions 
with federal government departments, other federal agencies, provincial gov- 
ernments, business firms, labour unions, international institutions and uni- 
versities. This staff, in addition to assisting the Council generally, has 
prepared a considerable number of technical studies which the Council has 
published as background material for its Annual Reviews. The Council is 
authorized to engage the services of “outside” experts from the universities 
and elsewhere to advise and assist in the work of the Council. Considerable 
use has been made of this authorization over the past three years — indeed, 
in one way or another, the Council has already benefited from past or current 
participation by more than 85 university and other experts in certain aspects 
of its work. Such assistance has been helpful also in the preparation of 
expert papers for a variety of conferences which the Council has sponsored. 


Publications 


The publications policy of the Economic Council is based on two provi- 
sions of the Act, one which requires the Council to publish annually a review 
of the medium- and long-term prospects and problems of the Canadian 
economy, and a second which empowers the Council to publish, as it sees fit, 
such studies and reports which have been prepared for its use. These provi- 
sions enable the Council to carry out a most vital function, namely, the 
dissemination of information to the public as a means of stimulating informed 
appraisal and discussion of economic problems and policies. 
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The Council’s publications, a full list of which is appended, fall into 
three broad categories: (1) the Annual Reviews which summarize the re- 
sults of the Council’s studies and present its conclusions and recommenda- 
tions; (2) staff and special studies which provide more detailed statistical, 
technical, and analytical results of the various research projects; and (3) 
conference papers and other reports. 


Financial Administration 


The Council is a Crown Corporation and operates under Schedule B of 
the Financial Administration Act. All amounts required for salaries and other 
expenses are paid out of monies appropriated by Parliament for that purpose. 
The financial statements of the Council for the fiscal year 1966-67, prepared 
by the Comptroller of the Treasury and the Auditor General’s report thereon, 
are appended.

CHAP. 11 


An Act to provide for the establishment 
of an Economic Council of Canada. 


[Assented to 2nd August, 1963.] 


Her Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate 
and House of Commons of Canada, enacts as follows:— 


SHORT TITLE. 


Short title. 1. This Act may be cited as the Economic Council of Can- 
ada Act. 
INTERPRETATION. 
Definitions. 2. In this Act, 
“Council.” (a) “Council” means the Economic Council of Canada 
established by section 3; and 
“Minister.” (b) “Minister” means such member of the Queen’s Privy 


Council for Canada as may be designated by the 
Governor in Council to act as the Minister for the 
purposes of this Act. 


COUNCIL ESTABLISHED.

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(e) to study how economic growth, technological change 
and automation, and international economic changes 
may affect employment and income in Canada as a 
whole, in particular areas of Canada and in particular 
sectors of the economy; 

(f) to study and discuss with representatives of the indus- 
tries concerned and with representatives of labour, 
farmers and other primary producers, and other 
occupational groups and organizations, what specific 
plans for production and investment in major indus- 
tries in Canada will best contribute to a high and 
consistent rate of economic growth; 

(g) to study how national economic policies can best 
foster the balanced economic development of all 
areas of Canada; 

(h) to explore and evaluate particular projects of major 
significance for the expansion of industrial and other 
economic activities in Canada, whether or not such 
projects may involve direct governmental participa- 
tion, and to make recommendations concerning those 
projects that in the opinion of the Council will con- 
tribute to the growth of the Canadian economy; 

(i) to encourage maximum consultation and cooperation 
between labour and management in the fulfilment of 
the objectives of this Act; 

(j) to seek full and regular consultation with appropriate 
agencies of the governments of the several provinces; 
and 

(k) to conduct, if directed to do so by the Minister, re- 
views of medium term or long term programs of the 
Government of Canada that are designed to aid or 
assist industry, labour or agriculture. 


10. The Council shall on its own initiative, or if directed to do 
so by the Minister, conduct such studies, inquiries and other 
undertakings as may be necessary with respect to any matter 
coming within paragraphs (a) to (k) of section 9 or with respect 
to any other matter or thing for or relating to the carrying out 
of its duties under that section, and shall report to, advise or make 
recommendations to the Minister with respect thereto, as the 
circumstances require. 


ADDITIONAL DUTIES OF COUNCIL. 


11. (1) In addition to its other duties under this Act the 
Council shall, for the purpose of promoting and expediting ad- 
vances in efficiency of production in all sectors of the economy, 

(a) foster and promote 
(i) the development of improved production and 
distribution methods, 
(ii) the development of improved management 
techniques, 


(ili) the maintenance of good human relations in 
industry, 


(iv) the use of training programs at all levels of 
industry, and the use of retraining programs to 
meet changing manpower requirements, 

(v) the extension of industrial research programs in 
plants and industries as a means of achieving 
greater efficiency of production, and 

(vi) the dissemination of technical information; and 


(b) organize, assist and enlist the aid of committees, 
teams and other groups in the implementation of 
programs designed to give effect to any of the ob- 
jectives set forth in paragraph (a). 


(2) Any specific programs initiated by the Council in Idem. 
relation to any of the objectives set forth in paragraph (a) of 
subsection (1) shall, if carried out by the Council, be so carried 
out only until such programs can effectively be continued by other 
government departments or agencies. 


ORGANIZATION. 


12. The head office of the Council shall be in the City of Head office 
Ottawa, but the Council may meet at such other places at such ects 
times as it deems necessary.

of the Treasury Board may fix and pay the remuneration of such 
persons. 


17. (1) The Council is for all purposes of this Act an agent 
of Her Majesty and its powers under this Act may be exercised 
only as an agent of Her Majesty. 

(2) The Council may on behalf of Her ek enter into 
contracts in the name of Her Majesty or in its own name. 

(3) Any property acquired by the Council is the property 
of Her Majesty and title thereto may be vested in the name of 
Her Majesty or in the name of the Council. 

(4) Actions, suits or other legal proceedings in respect 
of any right or obligation acquired or incurred by the Council 
on behalf of Her Majesty, whether in its name or in the name 
of Her Majesty, may be brought or taken by or against the Council 
in the name of the Council in any court that would have jurisdic- 
tion if the Council were not an agent of Her Majesty. 


18. The Public Service Superannuation Act does not apply to 
the members of the Council other than the chairman and the 
directors, unless in the case of any such member the Governor in 
Council otherwise directs. 


FINANCIAL. 


19. All amounts required for the payment of salaries and other 
expenses under this Act including expenses of administration shall 
be paid out of moneys appropriated by Parliament for the purpose. 


AUDIT. 


20. The accounts and financial transactions of the Council 
shall be audited annually by the Auditor General, and a report 
of the audit shall be made to the Council and to the Minister. 


REPORTS AND PUBLICATIONS. 


21. (1) The chairman of the Council shall, within three 
months after the termination of each fiscal year, transmit to the 
Minister a statement relating to the activities of the Council for 
that fiscal year, including the financial statements of the Council 
and the Auditor General’s report thereon, and the Minister shall 
cause such statement to be laid before Parliament within fifteen 
days after the receipt thereof or, if Parliament is not then sitting, 
on any of the first fifteen days next thereafter that Parliament is 
sitting.

REPEAL. 


22. (1) The National Productivity Council Act is repealed. Repeal. 
(2) Notwithstanding subsection (1), any act or thing tn al 
required to be done by the National Productivity Council for the

(3) may be done in all respects as though the National Produc- 
tivity Council Act had continued in force. 
(3) Forthwith after the coming into force of this Act, any 
amount standing to the credit of the National Productivity Council 
after the payment by it of any debts or other obligations thereof 
shall be paid by the said Council to the Receiver General of 
Canada to be held and applied towards the payment of the 
expenses referred to in section 19 as though that amount had been 
appropriated by Parliament for such purpose. 
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BY-LAWS OF THE ECONOMIC COUNCIL OF CANADA 


By-Law No. 1 


A by-law relating generally to the conduct of the activities of the 
Economic Council of Canada. 


Meetings of the Council 


1. The Council shall meet from time to time as determined by the Council 
but not less often than four times in each calendar year and on any other 
occasion when a meeting is called by the Chairman. 


Executive Committee 


2. There shall be an Executive Committee of the Council consisting of the 
Chairman, the two Directors and four members, who shall be elected to the 
Executive Committee as provided in clause 3. The Committee shall meet 
at the call of the Chairman. 


3. The four elected members of the Executive Committee shall be elected 
by the Council from among the members of the Council and each member 
shall hold office until his successor has been elected or until his retirement 
from the Council, whichever shall first occur. An elected member of the 
Committee is eligible to be re-elected. 


4. (a) An election of members for the four elective positions on the 
Executive Committee shall be held at the first meeting of the 
Council in each calendar year. 
(b) Where an elective position is vacant, an election to that position 
may be held at any other meeting of the Council. 


5. The Executive Committee shall be responsible for the administrative 
functions of the Council and perform such other duties as the Council may 
direct. 


6. A quorum for any meeting of the Executive Committee of the Council 
is four of the membership thereof, one of whom shall be the Chairman. 


7. The Executive Committee shall keep records of its activities and shall 
report thereon to the Council at the next ensuing meeting. 


8. A vacancy in the membership of the Executive Committee does not 
impair the right of the remainder to act. 


Committees 


9. (a) Standing or ad hoc committees may be appointed by the Council 
for the conduct of any specific activities. 
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(b) Notwithstanding the provisions of subsection (a), the term of 
office of any person appointed to an ad hoc committee shall 
terminate not later than on the completion of the project for 
which the Committee was formed. 


10. The Council may authorize the Chairman to establish advisory com- 
mittees which may include persons other than members of the Council. 


11. Members of ad hoc, standing or advisory committees, may be paid such 
remuneration and expenses as are approved by the Council and authorized 
by the Governor in Council. 


Technical and Special Advisers 


12. The Executive Committee may authorize the Chairman to engage, on a 
temporary basis, or for any period of not more than two years, the services 
of persons, private organizations and institutions having technical or special- 
ized knowledge of any matter relating to the work of the Council and may 
enter into contracts with such persons, organizations and institutions to 
advise and assist the Council in the performance of its duties under this Act, 
and with the approval of the Treasury Board may fix and pay the remunera- 
tion and expenses of such persons, organizations and institutions. 


Hiring of Full-time Officers and Employees 


13. (a) The Executive Committee shall authorize, subject to the approval 
of Treasury Board, an establishment for the Council indicating 
positions for officers and employees, classification and salary 
ranges and any revision thereof, and conditions of employment. 


(b) The Chairman shall select and appoint officers and employees to 
fill vacancies on the establishment and shall prescribe their duties. 


By-Law No. 2 


A by-law respecting execution of documents and expenses of the Council. 


Execution of Documents 


1. (a) Deeds, transfers, contracts and other instruments in writing made 
on behalf of the Council shall be signed by any two of the 
following: 

the Chairman, Directors or the 
Chief of Administration. 


(b) Notwithstanding the provisions of subsection (a), any document or 
other instrument requiring an expenditure not exceeding $100 may 
be executed on behalf of the Council by the Chief of Administra- 
tion or other officer designated by the Chairman. 


(c) The fiscal year of the Council shall end on the 31st day of March 
in each year.
